The Minot's 
Tillmanook 
Ledge 
and 
Towers. 


Among the triumphs scored by marine en- 
gineering in America none Ls more marked 
than the construction of the two lighthonses 
here given. 
One, Minot's ledge, is in Massa- 
chusetts bay. 
The other, Tilhnanook Rock 
light, is in the Pacific-, eighteen miles from the 
mouth of the Columbia river. 
Both are out 
in the ocean, which sweeps around them and 
lashes their sides as if it would eat ihem up. 
Minofs ledge is a most dangerous low-l^ing 
rock in Massachusetts bay. 
Since Ma.ssa- 
chusetts b/iy began to be of commercial im- 
portance tliere have been lighthouses there 
of wood and iron. 
The iron one was de- 
stroyed b\- a gale. 
In ISjo the work of build- 
ing a stone tower was i»egun. 
The ledge had 
to be excavated far down in a pit-like hollow 
to furnish foundation enough. 
So furious 
are the breakei's here that this could only be 
done at low tide in the calmest weutlier. 
It 
was a bad sejuson that year, and workmen 
were able to get in only loO hours' labor alto- 
getlier. 


During the whole year 1857 there were only 
loO hours and 
minutes of working time. 


But through difli- 
culty and danger 
the work proceed- 
ed, till in 18.")9 the 
MinotV ledge lamp 
began shining from 
a substantial stone 
tower. 
It is 114 
feet high altogeth- 
er. 
The tower is 
built of solid stone 
to a distance of 23 
feet above the rock. 
It seems firm as the 
everlasting 
hills. 
The 
greatest 
di- 
ameter is iiO feet, 
which tapei-s off to 
at the top. 
This 
fine piece of work- 
mauship cost id')().- 


The other famous 
lighthouse, Tiilma- 
nook roek, in the 
Pac-ifi(,, seems even a more diilicult work. 
The rock is of vitlcanicorigin, and rises, a tre- 
mendous, bold clitF, l;3(» f(!et out of the water. 
In the calmest weather the waves that strike 
against it are so beaten back and broken that 
it is dangerous to land here. There is no calm 
for Tilhnanook. 


In heavy storms the water is dashed like a 
shower of shot, quite over the top of the 
rock. 
This was the place where the gentle 
pasti)iie of building a lighthousti wai5 under- 
taken. 
Two men rowed out one still day and 
ventured a landing, not knowing whether 
they would come oii alive. 
They did., how- 
ever, and left there a cable made fast to the 
top. 
The other end of the cable was attached 
to the mast of a vessel, and over that, by 
means of hoisting apparatus, workmen, ma- 
terial and supplies \A'ere placed upon the 
wicked old rock. 
This was in October, '79. 
In January a storm swept over it, carrjdng 
Bway the hut containing the meu's suppliea. 


MINOT'H LEDGE LIGHT. 


TILLMANOOK LIGnTIIOUSE. 
Naturally they were a little nervous about 
that time. 
In 1881, however, the brav-e fel- 
lows completed their worii and Tillmanook 
became an illuminated danger instead of a 
dark one. An iron bridge has since been built, 
one end of which rests on the roc-k and the
